Details of shooter’s 
violent past emerge 


He was discharged from Air Force after assaulting ex-wife and her son

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS - The 
gunman who killed 26 people at a 
small-town Texas church had a history 
of domestic violence and sent threat- 
ening text messages to his mother-in- 
law, a member of First Baptist, before 
the attack in which he fired at least 450 
rounds at helpless worshipers, authori- 
ties said Monday. 

Investigators also revealed that sher- 
iff’s deputies had responded to a domes- 
tic violence call in 2014 at Devin Patrick 
Kelley’s home involving a girlfriend who 
became his second wife. Later that year, 
he was formally ousted from the Air 
Force for a 2012 assault on his ex-wife 


in which he choked her and struck her 
son hard enough to fracture his skull. 

In Sutherland Springs, population 
400, grieving townspeople were reeling 
from their losses. The dead ranged from 
18 months to 77 years old and included 
multiple members of some families. 

“Our church was not comprised of 
members or parishioners. We were a 
very close family,” said Sherri Pome- 
roy, the wife of the church pastor, who 
was out of town with her husband when 
the attack happened. “Now most of our 
church family is gone.” 

The couple’s 14-year-old daughter, 
Annabelle Pomeroy, was among those 
killed. 

Kelley’s mother-in-law sometimes

Saudis call missile firing an ‘act of war’ by Iran

LONDON - Saudi Arabia 
charged on Monday that a 
missile fired at its capital from 
Yemen over the weekend was 
an “act of war” by Iran, in the 
sharpest escalation in nearly 
three decades of mounting 
hostility between the two

regional rivals. 

“We see this as an act of 
war,” the Saudi foreign minis- 
ter, Adel Jubair, said on CNN. 
“Tran cannot lob missiles at 


Saudi cities and towns and 
expect us not to take steps.” 
The accusation, which Iran 
denied, came a day after a 
wave of arrests in Saudi Ara- 
bia that appeared to complete 
the consolidation of power by 
the crown prince, Mohammed 
bin Salman, 32. Taken together, 
the two actions signaled anew 
aggressiveness by the prince 


both at home and abroad, as 
well as a new and more dan- 
gerous stage in the Saudi cold 
war with Iran for dominance 
in the region. 

“Today confrontation is 
the name of the game,” said 
Joseph Kechichian, a scholar 
at the King Faisal Center for 
Research and Islamic Studies

Hacker- 

for-hire 

case hits 
Minn. 


Federal prosecutors say 
Monticello company was 
sabotaged by cyberattack.

In the first Minnesota case 
to address a new and grow- 
ing form of cybercrime, fed- 
eral prosecutors have charged 
a former state resident with 
employing “hackers-for-hire” 
to sabotage the website of a 
local business. 

The case reflects concern 
among law enforcement offi- 
cials nationwide that hackers 
ranging from disgruntled ex- 
employees to enemy nation 
states are ramping up attacks 
on an ever-expanding array of 
personal digital devices con- 
nected to the web. 

Prosecutors say John Kelsey 
Gammell, 46, paid hacking ser- 
vices to inflict a year’s worth of 
“distributed denial of service” 
(DDoS) attacks to bring down 
websites affiliated with Wash- 
burn Computer Group, a Mon- 
ticello business where he used 
to work. 

DDoS attacks overwhelm 
a network with data, blocking 
access for legitimate users and 
even knocking web services

Tesla gains 
outpost in 
Twin Cities

Tesla Motors Inc., the elec- 
tric vehicle maker that steered 
the U.S. auto industry in a new 
direction, is buying a small 
Brooklyn Park company that 
over the past few years built 
some of the advanced equip- 
ment used in Tesla factories. 

Thelocal company, called Per- 
bix, willremain at its site on Win- 
netka Avenue N. and become a 
Minnesota engineering outpost 
for Tesla. The automaker said 
Monday it wants to add to the 
Perbix staff of 150 people. 

Perbix, which started as a 
maker of machining equipment 
4l years ago, has quietly been 
working with Tesla for nearly 
three years on automated tools 
that include a system that makes 
the drive-unit rotors in its cars. 
Tesla said it also has Perbix 
equipment in its so-called Giga- 
factory, abattery manufacturing 
plant near Reno, Nev.

FARAWAY HEARTACHE 
STRIKES NERVE WITH KAREN

Diana Moo joined hundreds of Minnesota’s 
Karen residents who descended on the U.S. 
Capitol on Monday, urging a tougher stance 
toward their home country of Myanmar as a 
new refugee crisis unfolds there. 

It’s been 20 years since Loo’s family and other 
Karen fled the southeast Asian country. But 
news of a violent crackdown against another 


of its minorities, the Rohingya, has roiled Moo 
and her community. 

The United States is winding down a major 
effort to resettle the Karen that brought more 
than 10,000 refugees to Minnesota, home to the 
largest Karen community in North America. 
Many in the area worry about family members 
who remain in Thai camps and the prospect of 
their return to Myanmar, once known as Burma. 

Now, the attacks on the Rohingya by the
